The City Attorney reported that Mrs. 
Brundage will deed a portion of land to 
widen Buena Vista street, if she is not 
required to remove her porch. He 
recommended to accept the deed. Re- 
ferred to the Board of Public Works. | 
The City Attorney presented & reso- 
lution that noue who are not citizens 
of the United States and cannot read 
and write shall be eligible to position 
on the police force. | 
Dr. French wished a penalty attached 
for employing an incompetent officer 
on the force. He moved to refer back 
to the City Attorney to have a penalty 
added. Carried. 

A number of bills were read and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Finance, 

THE WHITE SCALE. 

Supervisor Foord was given the 
floor. 

He said he had been appointed by 
the Board of Supervisors to find how 
the Board and Council can work to- 
gether to exterminate the white scale. 
Having understood that Council is 
ready to co-operate with the Board, we, 
have been waiting for a _ law 
to be passed by the  Legisla- 
ture, but the law passed is of little 
benefit, to this section at’ least. The 
Board has been advised by the District 
Attorney to proceed under the law of 
1881, which provides for the appoint 
ment of three County Commissioners, 
who are tobe paid for their work a 
salary not over $5 per day. When the 
Board appoints the Commissioners it 
becomes responsible for their pay. I 
am here to see if the Council will bear 
partof the burden. The/case is press- 
ing. . People are getting impatient, and 
the pest 1s spreading fast. A week’s 
delay may be fatal. The reason why 
the Board asks Council’s help is that 
most of the work to be done is in the 
city. Probably it will be arranged 
that the Commissioner in the city be 
paid twice as much as those outside. 

Mr. Hamilton said Council had ap- 
pointed a special committee to confer 
with the Board of Supervisors. They 
should meet the Board aud report next 
week. The Board cannot bind Council 
until such report is made, _— 

Supervisor Foord said the Board was 
about to adjourn till the first Monday 
in May, so immediate action will save 
time. The total expense of the three 
Commissioners will be about $1000 a 
year, of which we ask the Council to 
pay one-half. The City Commissioner 
should be paid $5 per day for actual 
work, total not to exceed about $700: 
the country Commissioners to be paid 
the same sum per day, their total not to 
exceed $150 each. The duties of the 
Commissioners are laid down in the act. 
The Commissioners draw lots; one 
serves three years, One two years and 
one one year. On complaint that any 
orchard is infested, the Commissioner 
warns the owner to disinfect in a certain. 
time. If the owner fails to do so, he 
is given a second warning; and on fail- 
ure then he shall be brought into court, 
where he may be found guilty of main-— 
taining @ nuisance. Costs of disinfec- 
tion to be a lien on the real estate. . 

Mr. McGarry said the pest is very 
bad, but he thought the city shouid pay 
only one-third of the total amount ex- 
pended. 

- Supervisor Foord said the only place 
outside of the city where the white scale 
is prevalent is San Gabriel. 

Mr. Niles moved that the city bear 
one-halt expense of a Board of Com- 
missioners, not to exceed $500 for the 
year. Carried unanimously. 

Supervisor Foord expressed his 
thanks and retired. |

Yesterday at 1:30 p.m. ground was 
broken ‘for the new Second Street Cable 
Road, an enterprise which will prove, 


to the hili property west and north of 
town. The project of a cable road to 
run through this part of town had been 
discussed for some months, when at 
last a company was formed to buiid it. 
This company was backed by San Fran- 
cisco capital, but in order to assure the 


success ot the enterprise it became 
necessary to secure a subscription here. 
The original design was to build the 
road up Temple street, but some ob- 
stacles intervening, Temple street was 
abandoned and Second _ street. 
chosen. The officers of the com- 
pany met with many hindrances, and| 
at times felt that the undertaking was 
almost hopeless, but perseverance and | 
energy triumphed and at last the ob- 
stacles were overcome and a sufficient 


tbe sum of $125,000. 

The ceremony of breaking the first 
ground for the road attracted a large 
crowd to the intersection of Fort and 
Second streets, where a gang of work- 
men was waiting for the signal to com- 
mence operations. At the hour ap- 
pointed Mr. Edward A. Hall, the Presi- 
dent of the Cable Company, introduced 
Mr. Isaac W. Lord as the gentleman to 


whom had been allot the honor of 
inaugurating the enterprise. Mr. Hall 
stated that Mr. Lord had aided 


the company when aid was most needed; 
first by liberally subscribing himself, 
and then by using his influence to 
farther the success of the undertaking. 
Mr. Lord then took the pick and shovel 
and made a brief speechin reply. He 
said Los Angeles was the third city in 
America and the fifth city in the world, | 
in which the cable road had. been in- 
troduced. This speaks well for us con- 
sidering that there. are one thousand 
cities in the United States having as 
large a population as Los Angeles, five 
hundred twice as large and fifty twenty 
times as Jarge. He predicted that in a 
few years Los Angeles ‘will have 100,000 
inhabitants,, and closed his remarks 
with a humorous anecdote. The initial 
shoveilful of earth having been thrown 
out, Mr. Hall declared the work in- 
augurated. The waiting laborers com- 
menced handling their picks with a vim 
and the ctowd of lookers-on dispersed.
